NOT A FOOT YIELDED, 
GOVERNMENT SAYS 


War Front Little Changed 
After Week of the Most 
Intensive Fighting for 
Months. | 


By the Associated Press. 

HENDAYE, France (at the Span- 
ish Frontier), Aug. 20. — The Span- 
ish insurgent command today Gen- 
tered its Ebro River counter-offen- 
sive on Villalba de los Arcos, hop- 
ing that it was the weak spot in 
the Government’s South Catalonia 
line. 

Fifty tanks and 100 planes sup- 
ported by infantry, pounded at the 
town—now little more than @ mass 
of debris seamed with trenches— 
about five miles north of Gandesa. 

The attack was shifted to the 
north of Gandesa after the insur- 
gents failed to break through the 
Government line in the Pandos 
mountains south of Gandesa. 

A Government air fleet was re- 
ported to have surprised an insur- 
gent squadron today over the Ebro 
valley. Dispatches from Barcelona 
said seven new insurgent craft 
were shot down and that all Gov- 
ernment planes returned to their 
base. 


Government advices this morning 
said not a aingle foot of ground 
had been yielded north of Gandesa 
where the Government seized posi- 
tions in a counter-conquest July 26. 

Insurgent dispatches said hun- 
dreds of Government soldiers had 
been killed and much material cap- 
tured but made no mention of other 
gains. 

At the end of one of the meat 
active weeks of fighting for many 
months, Spanish war fronts had 
been little altered. Several of the 
Pandos hills, south. of Gandesa, 
changed hands but the Government 
held its foothold west of the Ebro 
River. 

Much the same thing was true of 
the Segre River front, about 50 
miles north of Gandesa. The in- 
surgent offensive in Southern Spain 
against the Almaden mercury min- 
ing region was stopped. 

The Government counterattacked 
on the Almaden front and at the 
close of the week the insurgents 
had been thrown back to a point 
35 miles from the Almaden mines. 

Two British officers investigat- 

ing to determine whether insurgent 
air attacks on the eastern front 
were directed at civilians or mili- 
tary objectives were caught in the 
thick of two attacks. Col. Rus- 
combe Smyth-Pigott and an aid 
flew from Toulouse, France, to 
Barcelona on a survey trip and 
were there when the Government 
capital was bombed yesterday. No 
sooner had they arrived at Alicante 
today when that city was bombed. 
The two investigators took shelter 
in an air raid refuge while six 
planes dropped 50 bombs. There 
were no casualties.

ARMY TOTRY OUT NEW 


Troops at Five Posts to Test 
Color Intended to Replace 
Olive Drab. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The 


Army may march next winter in 
slate-blue uniforms instead of the 
familiar olive drab. 

The War Department announced 
today that woolen uniforms of the 
color described by some officers as 


“like faded blue denim” were un- 
der consideration. 

Troops at five scattered posts 
will make field teste for a year 
before officials decide finally wheth- 
er to adopt the new shade for win- 
ter field wear by the nearly 500,000 
men in the regular army and Na- 
tional Guard. The present cotton 
khaki uniform is to be retained for 
summer wear. 

The projected change would be 
the first of a major nature since 
Spanish-American war days, when 
tan shades displaced blue for field 
wear. The World War brought the 
jaunty overseas cap and the steel 
helmet, but the olive drab and 
khaki were retained. 

Less Visible to Enemy. 

The slate-blue apparently would 
be more nearly invisible to enemy 
airmen, it was said. and is easier 
to produce uniformly in woolens. 
During the World War olive drab 
shades of wool were found to vary 
with virtually every order. 

Though the new color was de- 
scribed officially as “pleasing in 
appearance,” the opinion of those 
who have seen. it was far from 
unanimous, They reported it little 
resembled the French army’s hori- 
zon blue. Some privately described 
it as “terrible” and “like a prison 
uniform.” ~ 

The field test was ordered after 
a year’s study by a general staff 
board. Appearance was only one 
factor. One former Major-General, 
Johnson Hagood, has suggested 
overalls would be the most prac- 
tical uniform, arguing they would 
be comfortable and easily manu- 
factured. 

New Styles Also to Be Tested. 

A new style to be tested includes 
trousers for the calvary that re- 
semble pantaloons, bagging over 
canvas leggins, and a shirt opening 
wide at the neck. Others are most- 
ly similar to existing types of un- 
form. Among them are two types 
of field caps, a field coat, a wool 
shirt with sport collar, woo) trous- 
ers, breeches for cavalry, and two 
types of overcoat, one knee-length 
and the other shorter.

U.S. Inquiry in Alleged 


Talent School Fraud 


Postal Authorities Act. After Police Raid 
Hollywood Plant—Officers Give Bond 
—to Be Arraigned Aug. 26. 


By the Associated Press. 

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Aug. 20. — 
United States Postal authorities en- 
tered the investigation of the Na- 
tional Talent Pictures Corporation 
today. 

Federal officers took charge of 
various records and documents 


taken in the police raid yesterday 
on the company’s plant in the heart 
of Hollywood. 

Particular attention was paid to 
circulars and letters alleged to have 
been mailed out over the nation | 
carrying alluring promises to movie 
struck prospects. 

Officers of the company, headed 
by Ira C. Overdorff, 55“years old, 
were released from custody today 
on bonds of $250 each, Arraign- 
ment on charges of grand theft and 
bunko was set for Aug. 26. 

Arraignment on new charges of 
petty theft and issuance of false 
and misleading advertising was 
postponed until the defendants 
could engage legal counsel. 

Police Lieutenant Merle Swan, 
head of the bunko detail and leader 
of yesterday’s raid, said a second 
examination of the concern's books 
indicated that close to $200,000 had 
been taken in since the corporation 
began operations about a year ago. 

Swan said agents of the company 
made contacts with dance schools 
throughout the country and sold 


| 


“franchises” at $120 apiece. The 


studios, in turn, were then permit- | Ny. 


ted to send one star pupil to Holly- 
wood, where they were supposed to 
receive instruction. Police said the 
clients also were supposed to enjoy 
the benefit of an inside track to 
film contracts. 

The lieutenant displayed one let- 
ter or circular which listed as the 
“guest faculty” four dance direc- 
tors of three major studios. He also 
displayed affidavits taken this 
morning from these directors, as- 
serting they had no connection 
whatsoever with the school,

Once here, Swan continued, the 
pupils or parents were charged 
fees, costume costs, special instruc- 
tion costs and other charges.

“They promised tests 
on ‘sound stages.’ I'll bet they 
don’t have $50 worth of equipment 
in the place. They hada voice re- 
cording outfit made out of a $2 mi- 
crophone and the insides of an old 
phonograph machine.”

The Bixb? Oriental art collection 
was given to the museum in 1919 
by William K. Bixby, then president 
of the Board of Control.

Among the 
more notable items are life-sized 
statues of Buddha and a Buddhist 
saint; a bronze ritual vase of the 
Chou Dynasty (1122-1255 B. C.); 
two elaborate suits of Japanese 
armor; an assortment of textiles 
and ceramics; many small bronzes, 
and groups of Chinese and Japa- 
nese paintings and prints. 

At the same time Bixby gave the 
museum an endowment fund of 
$52,000, the income to be used for 
the purchase of Oriental art. Many 
additions to the collection have 
been made with income from the 
fund, but depreciation of its secur- 
ities, chiefly bonds of a sugar en- 
terprise, has now reduced the prin- 
cipal to a little more than 32000. At 
one timé the fund rose in value to 
more than $80,000. 

The late Edward Mallinckrodt, 
who was a member of the museum’s 
Board of Control, presented a val- 
uable paintings and art objects at 
various times. Possibly the most 
important of these is a portrait by 
Sir Thomas Lawrence, eighteenth 
century English painter. The sub- 
ject is Col. Stuart, an English army 
officer of the Napoleonic period 
who is shown in a uniform of bril- 
liant scarlet. .

MUSICIAN'S WIFE GIVEN 
BLOOD TRANSFUSIONS 


Hope Held That Mrs. Karl 
Krueger, Shot by Maid’s 
Husband Will Live, 


the Associated Press. 
HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 20. — Blood 
transfusions strengthened the wife 
of Karl Krueger, Kansas City sym- 
phony conductor, today, and physi- 
cians expressed hope she would 
recover from two bullet wounds 
inflicted in a strange “jealousy” 
shooting on Hollywood boulevard. 

Mrs. Emita Krueger, former Chi- 
cago society girl, was shot down 
and critically wounded late yester- 
day as she ran from her maid's 
estranged husband. 

While Krueger paced a hospital 
corridor, his wife slept fitfully, oc- 
casionally becoming conscious. Once 
she whispered an accusation 
against Charles E. McDonald, 30- 
year-old electrician, who surren- 
dered to police and, police said, 
confessed the shooting. 

McDonald, who slept soundly in 
a jail cell throughout the night, 
was questioned again today. 

An officer asked: “Are you sorry 
about this?” 

He replied: “I haven’t made up 

mind. Tou ought to know 
about that.” 
“I Had to Shoot Her.” 

In his confession, police said 
McDonald declared: “I had to shoot 
that woman. I had to. She 
employed my wife as a companion 
and nurse maid, and then dom- 
inated her so completely that she 
broke up our home.” 

His wife, Frances McDonald, 28, 
sobbed: “My husband is insanely 
jealous.

Mrs. Krueger said also that she 
was afraid “McDonald would hurt 
our daughter, Theresa, after he fol- 
lowed her home from school one 
day.” To this, McDonald said he 
followed the child only to find out 
where his wife and daughter were 
residing. 

Krueger, conductor of the Kan- 
sas City Philharmonic Orchestra, 
first learned of the shooting when 
he left a dentist's office. He hur- 
ried to the hospital, then to the po- 
lice station. Meeting McDonald, he 
cursed him wildly. 

Corroborating his wife's state- 
ment, Krueger described McDonald 
as “a source of trouble for several 
years.”

Name, Tells of Threats. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.-— The 
House committee investigating un- 
American“ activities assigned 4 
‘ bodyguard ty accompany Dr. J. B. 
Matthews, writer and educator, 
‘when he left the committee room 
today after testifying that Com- 
‘ munists “exploited” the names of 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
other prominent Americans. 

The plain clothes guard was as. 
signed after Matthews had reported 
‘receiving threats by telephone’ of 
bodily harm. He is scheduled to re- 
turn 5 the witness stand Monday. 

Matthews told the committee he 
‘was associated prominently from 
1932 to 1935 with the Communist 
partys "Innocents Clubs” in this 
country, but severed his connec- 
tions when he realized ‘the- party's 
real’ purpose and grew to doubt 
Soviet claims of social and other 
‘ advances in Russia. 
oe charged that the World 
Youth Congress, now meeting at 
‘Vassar, which was addressed by 
Mrs. Roosevelt this week, was 
‘nothing more nor less than one 
-of the ‘united front’ maneuvers 
dedicated to forwarding the aim 

of the foreign policy of the Soviet 
Union.” At least 35 of the 50 
American delegates belong to Com- 
munist Front organizations, be 
said. 
Five Trips to Russia. 

In response to direct questioning, 
Matthews, who said he had made 
five trips to the Soviet. Union since 
1928, said the Communists ex- 
ploited the publicity value of such 
a speaker as Mrs. Roosevelt, who 
thus innocently aided the work of 

the party. 

Tue witness said he was organiz- 
er and first secretary of the Ameri- 
can League for Peace and Democra- 
cy, an organization to which several 

Government officials belong. 

Relating that he had been an 
active participant in the organiza- 
tion or work of about 20 organiza- 
tions which, he said, formed part of 
the Communist front, Matthews told 
the committee he did not belong 
to the Communist party but worked 
with it as a “fe traveler.” That 
was the name given Communist 
sympathizers who; for strategic rea- 
sons, did not carry party cards, he 
testified. 

Some of His Activities. 

As a “fellow traveler,” he said, 
he was identified with the Stu- 
dents’ Congress Sainst War, the 
_American Student Union, the Amer- 
ican Youth Congress, the Unem- 
ployed Council, various groups to 
aid or free Tom Mooney, the In- 
ternational Labor Defense, the Fed- 
erated Press, and other organiza- 
tions. 

“The American Youth Congress 
is an excellent example of the 
methods and purpose of the Com- 
munist party’s united fronts,” he 
said. “Among the organizations 
which have been persuaded to in- 
dorse the Youth Congress and to 
participate in its Communist-guid- 
ed work we find numerous groups 
of Christian young people, such as 
the National Council of Methodist 
Youth and the’ Christian Youth 
Conference of North America. 

“Among the individuals sponsor- 
ing the Youth Congress, as mem- 
bers ‘of its so-called National Ad- 
visory Committee, we find, in addi- 
tion to the usual left wingers who 
appear frequently on united front 
committees, the name of Ralph 8. 


Cushman, bishop of the Methodist 


went into radical work through 

general disillusionment and hatred 

of war, following the World War. 
Helped Organize League. 

Matthews said he helped organ- 
ize the League for Peace and De- 
mocracy, which previous witnesses 
said had enlisted many Federal em- 
ployes, some of whom subsequently 
have denied the league is a part of 
the Communist front. 

“Such denials cannot be accepted 
seriously,” Matthews said. “After 
Hitler came to power the Com- 
munists, who up to then had 
worked sometimes with -Fascists, 
now saw it as a great menace t9 
their security. A world Communist 
meeting was called in Moscow, and 
Stalin pointed out that work would 
have to be organized among pacifist 
and democratic groups everywhere 
to block the advance of Fascism. 

“Earl Browder, general secretary 
of the American Communist party, 
attended this party meeting. When 
he. returned I was chosen to organ- 
ize the League Against War and 
Fascism in the United States. Iden- 
tical leagues were formed in Cah- 
ada, England and other countries. 
Last winter the name was simul- 
taneously changed to the League 
for Peace and Democracy. No one 
can seriously doubt this is a Com- 
munist front group, acting under 
the impetus and orders of Moscow. 

Representative Mason (Rep.) II- 
linois, suggested that in view of the 
evidence all Federal employes be- 
longing to the league should volun- 
tarily withdraw from it immediately 
as evidence of their disapproval of 
aiding Communism. 

Party Quit League. 

Matthews said that last winter the 
Communist party as such officially 
withdrew from the league, but that 
Browder at that time stated: 

“I do not think it necessary for 
me to say that this does not mean 
the withdrawal of Communists from 
active participation and support of 
the League.” 

“I must strongly emphasize 
Matthews continued, “the fact that 
it is a deliberate tactic of the Com- 
munists and their sympathizers to 
point to the absence of a majority 
of Communists in a united front or- 
ganization or labor union as proof 
that it is not controlled by Com- 
munists.“ 

Matthews said Donald Henderson 
deliberately brought about his own 
ouster as a professor at Columbia 
University in 1933 to develop pub- 
lic clamor for “academic freedom,” 
Previous witnesses told the commit- 
tee that Henderson. was a Com- 
munist who recently had been ac- 
tive in labor organizations.

The witness, Lioyd McBride, pres- 
ident of a local of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers, declared also that the 
firm’s demands for increased pro- 
duction last spring had caused.em- 


|| ployes to think a large surplus stock 


was being created to enable the 

company to “do what it pleased” 

when the stock reached a certain 
point. 

P McBride said there was a “jit- 
tery feeling” in the plant, and indi- 
cated he thought a part of the un- 
certainty was created by a speech 
by H. T. Foster, general manager, 
who told a mass meeting of em- 
ployes a few days before the strike 
that “no man would have to pay 
dues in order to be employed by 
this company.” 

No Union Vote on Strike. 

The strike, he said, began spon- 

taneously and without preliminary 
‘plans. On cross-examination by 
Francis M. Curlee, company coun- 
sel, he said that no vote was taken 
and that the strike was not author- 
ized by national officers of the 
union. On several occasions respon- 
sible leaders of the union had ad- 
vised against a strike of any kind, 
he testified. 
The company is contending the 
four-day sitdown demonstration, 
which began April 20, was engi- 
neered by Paul Walker, then pres- 
ident of the CIO local at the plant. 
In its answer to the complaint, the 
company declared that Walker was 
fired for his “unlawful and ma- 
licious” action in seizure of com- 
pany property and not because of 
union activities, as charged by the 
NLRB. 


Ralph Shaw, national representa- 
tive of the Steel Workers’ Organ- 
izing Committee, which supervised 
formation of the Foster local in 
1937, testified that he had urged 
the firm’s employes not to take any 
action in regard to a strike. He 
said he was informed at 11 a. m. 
that the strike had been called. 

Financial Help Denied Strikers, 

“I waited for more than an hour 


hope that the men would cool off 
and return to their work,” Shaw 
said. “When I learned the men 
were determined to continue’ the 
strike, I told them they would get 
no financial or other aid from 
SWoOC or other CIO organiza- 
tions.” 


The strike began, Shaw testified, 
during a recess in the union’s nego- 
tiations for renewal of a contract 
with the company, He said the 
negotiations moved slowly at’ first, 
but on cross-examination he testi- 
fied they were conducted in a 
friendly spirit, lacking “acrimony, 
ultimatums and heated arguments.”

Curlee said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the union’s action and 
the subsequent refusal of Tria] Ex- 
aminer Edward Grandison Smith to 
issue subpenas for the 162 produc- 
tion workers had crippled the com- 
pany's defense. In arguing for is- 
suance of the subpenas, Curlee de- 
clared the company would be de- 
prived of due process if prevented 
from interrogating its employes on 
the issues in the case. 

The hearing, which began Thurs- 
day, will be resumed tomorrow, 
with Shaw on the stand for fur- 
ther cross-examination. Counsel for 
the NL R B said the union’s case 
would be completed before noon.

‘Making of the Contracts.

For Raising Status. 

To correct the present situation, 
the commission recommends that 
the tribunal be raised to the full 
status of a court, presided over by 
three full-time judges. In addition 
to having the power to hear cases, 
these men should also have the 
rule-making right, it is urged. 
Some examples of what this would 
mean are given in the report: 

At the present time, a case for 
the collection of wages, of which 
the workman’s family may be in 
actual need, must take its place 
on the regular calendar to be 
heard when it is reached; if the 
justices had the power to make 
rules, such cases could be given 
precedence over the others. 

At the present time, the court 
sits only certain hours during the 
day and working people often 
find it difficult to attend with- 
out loss of wages, which they 
cannot afford; under the rule- 
making power, the justices could 
try the experiment of holding one 
night session a week, so that it 
could ‘at least be ascertained 
whether there was not a real 
need for such sesgions. 

At the present time, it is .not 
the duty of any of the clerks to 
assist persons who have no attor- 
neys in filing the, necessary 
forms, and to advise them as to 
the procedure; under the rule- 
making power, one or more clerks 
would be definitely assigned to 
this duty. 


Conciliation and Counsel. 


Two other functions, which the 
commission believes the judges 
should perform, are conciliation 
and counsel to persons in distress. 

When Congress established the 
Small Claims and Conciliation 
Branch of the Municipal Court of 
the District of Columbia this year, 
it granted to it the former power, 
providing that “immediately prior 
to the trial of any case, the judge 
shall make an earnest effort to set- 
tle the case by conciliation.” He is 
not bound by the rules of evidence, 
but is charged to search out the 
right of the matter and to guide 
the parties to an amicable and 
Wee settlement of the contré- 
versy.” 

The suggestion that the judges 
be available to advise persons in 
distress resulted from a study of 
English procedure, under which the 
magistrates are available for this 
purpose at certain specified times. 
Often the judges could do little but 
listen. At other times they could 
advise a person to retain an attor- 
ney or to go to the Legal Aid Bu- 
reau. And in some instances they 
could refer parties directly to the 
clerks of the court, who would be 
assigned to assist in the prepara- 
tion of the necessary forms. 


Salaries and Tenure 


The commission did not content 
itself with pointing out that its 
recommendations made full-time, 
impartial judges mandatory. It 
also concerned itself with the prob- 
lem of how such men could be 
kept on this poor man’s bench. It 
concluded that salaries should be 
high enough and tenure long 
enough to attract gopd lawyers. An 
annual salary of $6000—with $6500 
for the Chief Justice—is recom- 
mended, and it is suggested that 
the judges be elected for terms of 
eight years. 

To keep these judges out of poli- 
ties as far as possible, it is suggest- 
ed that the first three be appointed 
by the Governor with the recom- 
mendation of the Baltimore Bar 
Association. After that, a sitting

Outcome of Tydings - Lewis 
Contest to Influence Maneu- 
vers of Party Forces for 1940 
Presidential Nomination,

BALTIMORE, Aug. 20. 
RESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S open declara- 
Pos of war against Senator Millard E. 
Tydings and his urgent exhortation to 
the New Dealers of Maryland to replace him 
with Representative David J. Lewis, make 
the Democratic senatorial primary in this 
State the most clear-cut test this year of the 
President’s ability to dominate the local se- 
lection of Senators and Representatives. 
Maryland, for a variety of reasons other 
than the political records of the two sena- 
torial candidates, presents an almost ideal 
battle ground for a decisive trial of the com- 
parative strength of traditional State’s-rights 
democracy and Roosevelt New Dealism. What 
happens on Sept. 12, the date of the primary, 
will go far in determining the strategies of 
the two opposing forces for the 1940 presi- 
dential nomination. 


Personalities of Candidates; 
New Deal Champion Is 68 


If a dramatist were arranging the details 
of this historic spectacle he might switch the 
ages and personalities of the two principals, 
for paradoxically, the New Deal champion, 
Representative Lewis, is 69 years old, less 
than five feet tall, somewhat wizened in ap- 
pearance, and is not a popular public speak- 
er, while Tydings, representative of the Old 
Line Democrats, looks less than his 48 years, 
is tall and lithe, has an outstanding war 
record, and is a clever platform performer. 
For the sake of the dramatic unities, a play- 
wright would reverse the roles. 

But political philosophies and voting rec- 
ords, not looks, will decide who will be the 
victor next month. From all the Democratic 
members of Congress, it would be difficult 
to select two other candidates whose legis- 
lative actions so completely typify the causes 
Tydings and Lewis. represent in this pri- 
mary. 

The Lewis supporters have coined the slo- 
gan: “The man from the mines against the 
man from the mansions.” Allowing for polit- 
ical exaggerations—although the statement 
is factually true — this phrase aptly indi- 
cates the sort of campaign the two candi- 
dates are making. Another campaign slo- 
gan of his supporters is: “Lewis, a New 
Dealer Before Roosevelt.” This has a sound- 
er historical basis. 

Both candidates are professional politi- 
clans. Each one in his own way has devel- 
oped a large. personal following. Tydings as 
the incumbent. would have ordinarily a de- 
cided. advantage, but the President's person- 
al intervention for Lewis has at least coun- 
teracted this accrued benefit. |

of Maryland for 15 years. If he wins’ this 


primary, he will become the political lead- 


er of the State, and will command -consider- 
able support for the Democratic presidential 
nomination in 1940. 

Born in Havre de Grace, Md., in 1890, he 
went to the local schools, earning spending 
money by delivering newspapers and work- 
ing during vacations. He was graduated 
from the University of Maryland with me- 
chanical engineering degree, and then stud- 
ied law. He was admitted to the bar in 
1913, and opened a. law office in his home 
town. 


Back From France With Two 


Medals, He Turns to Politics. 

His law practice was interrupted by mill- 
tary service on the Mexican border and in 
France. He enlisted in the National Guard 
as a private and came back from France 


a Lieutenant-Colonel, decorated with the Dis- 


tinguished Service Medal and the Distin- 
guished Service Cross, for conspicuous con- 
duct under fire. He led his class at the 
School of Fire at Fort Sill, Ok., and had 
the same honor overseas at the Second 
Corps machine gun school at Chatillon-Sur- 
Seine. 

On his return from France, he was elect- 
ed to the Maryland House of Delegates, when 
30 years old, and was eleeted speaker of that 
legislative body. At the next election, he 
became a State Senator, and a year later, 
then 32 years old, he was elected to the 
House of Representatives, where he served 
on the Veterans’ Committee. In 1926, then 


36 years old, he was elected to the United 


States Senate, and was re-elected in 1932. 

When Tydings was nominated by the 
Ritchie machine in 1926, it was thought that 
he did not have a chance against the vet- 
eran Republican incumbent, O. E. Weller. 
Those were the days of prohibition. Tydings, 
as a “wet” State’s-righter, made a whirl- 
wind campaign, upsetting the political dope- 
sters and winning with a majority of more 
than 60,000. 

In the 1932 senatorial primary, again 
thanks to the Ritchie machine, he had no 
opposition, and in the Roosevelt landslide 
he won the election with a majority of 154, 
000 compared jo Roosevelt's 130,000.

At that time, it was virtual- 
ly necessary for a lawyer to know Latin, 
so it was arranged that a preacher teach 
him that subject, while a lawyer furnished 
the legal training. By the time he was 23, 
Lewis was able to pass the state bar exam- 
inations, and he started his practice in Cum- 
berland, in 1892. 


In 1902, when he was 32 years old, he 
was elected to the Maryland Senate, and 
served two years. As a new member he 
sponsored the first workman’s compensation 
law passed in this country. 


“Father” of Parcel Post Law;

In 1908 he was the Democratic nominee 
for the House of Representatives but was 
defeated in the election. He was elected in 
1911 and served until 1917. In 1916, he 
was the Democratic nominee for Senator 
but was defeated in the election.

The Man Responsible. 

The man chiefly responsible for 
putting the Federal Government on 
the air is Dr. John W. Studebaker, 
Commissioner of Education, who 
believes that in a world beset by 
every kind of propaganda democ- 
racy must not hide its light under 
a bushel. The democratic way, in 
Dr. Studebaker’s view, must be 
made known through the most 
modern means of communication, | 
dramatized and simplified to com- 
pete with all the manifold claims 
made on the individual in the pres- 
ent day world, 

As with other Government activi- 
ties in the past, entrance into the 
radio field has been more or less 
by indirection. It has come about 
largely as a result of the flood of 
protests that poured into Washing- 
ton three or four years ago con- 
cerning the character of radio pro- 
grams that were emanating from 
commercial broadcasting studios. 
Thousands of letter writers com- 
plained that the educational possi- 
bilities of radio were entirely ig- 
nored. There was a strong demand 
that radio be put to the purposes 
of education. 


Nationwide Protest. 

This nationwide protest took, form 
in legislative proposals in Con- 
gress. One bill was introduced 
compelling all commercial stations 
to devote 25 per cent of their time 
to educational programs, Another 
bill would have required stations to 
surrender 25 per cent of the time 
now allotted them so that the Gov- 
ernment could make educational 
broadcasts. Commercial broadcast- 
ers, as can be imagined, were se- 
riously alarmed by these proposals. 
They came back with the chal- 
lenge: What is an educational pro- 
gram? 

It was largely to answer this 
question that Studebaker in col- 
laboration with the Communica- 
tions Commission formed the Fed- 
eral Radio Education Committee. 
It is made up of representatives of 
the broadcasting industry, associa- 
tions of educators and various civ- 
ic, labor and religious groups. This 
group has initiated, with the aid 
of funds from large foundations, a 
series of studies into the relation- 
ship between radio and education 
and the possibility of making more 
direct use of radio facilities for 
teaching purposes. And at the 
same time the Office of Education, 
under Studebaker’s direction, has 
gone in for direct experimentation 
with educational programs. Up to 
12,000 letters a week have come in 
in response to these programs dur- 
ing the past two and a half years. 

New programs are being shaped 
now for the - tart of activity in the 
fall.

The Radio Staff. 


The director of the new studio 
is Shannon Allen, formerly assist- 
ant director of the radio project of 
the Office of Education and, be- 
fore that, production director for 
two local radio stations.

Schoenfeld, playwright; who ‘has 
written many of the Government 
broadcasts made thus far.

It was in 1931 that Schultz saw the possibilities of 
the policy games and proceeded to effect his merger 
by the characteristic persuasion of get out—or else. 
It was no idle threat, and the policy bankers knew it. 
Wilfrid Brunder’s experience, as related on the stand, 
was typical. He and his partner, McLaughlin, had 
built up a decidedly profitable bank. Frequently 
the day’s receipts totaled $8000. In those days, back 
in the 208, the numbers were taken from Clearing 
House figures and Stock Exchange transactions. 
When those digits were no longer available, they 
turned to the pari-mutuel machines of the country’s 
big-time race tracks. It was almost a ludicrous 
recollection, as Brunder told it, but the scheme was 
then honestly conducted. The odds against the play- 
er were virtually prohibitive, something like 1000 
to 1, but as ill luck would have it, every so often 
a rash of slips would carry the winning number, the 
bank would “go broke,“ and the banker would be 
away on the next boat. : 

Dutch Schultz eliminated all such mischance. No 
“favorite” number ever won under his managed mer- 
ger. Petty winnings were allowed, to be sure, as a 
matter of business policy, but the racket’s compe- 
tently crooked manipulation precluded the possibility 
of a major loss. 

Such then was the layout in the reign of Policy 
King Schultz. New York City was a land torrentially 
flowing with milk and honey. Harlem was the 
golden principality, the pennies from its thin purses 
yielding a royal treasure. What more could avarice 
want? What further tribute would the satrapy of 
Schultz demand? It is at this point that James J. 
Hines, by indictment, entered the picture. 

The expanded racket, vast and incredibly produc- 
tive, was not yet perfect. Police activity was a 
nuisance. It occasionally interrupted a bank’s opera- 
tions. Any suspension of “business,” however brief, 
was costly. And the little fellows caught in such 
raids—the agents, collectors, accountants and what- 
not—would every now and then find themselves, not 
in the Magistrate’s court, where justice was ac- 
customed to speak softly, or even wave the wand 
of dismissal, but in the higher tribunals which New 
York calls its Special Sessions.. Those harsher en- 
counters with the law shook the morale of the 
small fry, annoyed the big shots, and cost money. 

Schultz surveyed the scene. He sought political 
influence which would curb police interference and 
arrange for the easiest, least expensive and least 


as returned by a grand jury, in the person of the 
Tammany notable, James J. Hines, now on trial 
charged with conspiracy in the policy racket, at a 
salary of $500 a week, with extra allowances as his 
services might warrant. 

James J. Hines, accused as fixer de luxe, is hav- 
ing, as he is entitled to, his day in court. It is a 
troubled, sunless day. The testimony thus far ad- 
duced shows that police activity sharply subsided 
after Hines’ alleged association with, the Schultz 
mob. Further, when raids did occur, the difficulty 
was ordinarily adjusted in the Magistrate’s court, 
much to the relief of everybody, from the higher-ups 
to the water carriers. 

An instance is related of a Magistrate, the late 
Francis Erwin, who discharged a group of 42 policy 
bank employes corralled in a police raid while dili- 
gently toiling around a table piled high with slips, 
because none of the officers saw any of the de- 
fendants actually touch the paper. “We went right 
back to work,” volunteered the witness, Brunder. 

Until Dewey appeared, the racketeers in numer- 
ous lines—from artichokes to “Lucky” Luciano’s 
ghastly vice ring—enjoyed a seeming immunity from 
the District Attorney’s office. Dewey declares, -with- 
in the court record, that a former District Attorney, 
William Copeland Dodge, was “intimidated, influenced 
or bribed,” and that Schultz’ mob contributed money 
to Dodge’s election fund and fraudulent votes to his 
tally at the polls. 

So the rancid history proceeds. It is new only 
in the immense dimensions of New York graft. Es- 
sentially, it is an oft-told story. 
in the full flowering of that unholy alliance be- 
tween the underworld’s daring outlawry and the 
itching palms of salable political influence—a part- 
nership of far, disturbing implications—a condition 
in no sense peculiar to New York, but flauntingly at 
home in so many of our cities. 

Bossism, gangsterism, racketeering, whatever it 
is called, it is a system of spoils and venality that 
plunders, pollutes and murders.

ISHOP HALL, some 300 years ago, de- 

clared that “moderation is the silken 

string running through the pearl chain 
of all virtues.” In the spirit of such mod- 
eration, as well as in a plea for it, let me 
point out the difference between intelli- 
gent and unintelligent opposition to sub- 
versive activities, For subversive influ- 
ence, subversive groups and subversive prop- 
aganda are the present stock in trade for 
speeches by unintelligent persons. 

I do not mean to say that all speakers 
and writers who try to scare themselves 
and others by such “bear stories” are tech- 
nically uneducated. Many of them are 
graduates of colleges, or of professional 
schools, or both. But one infallible mark 
of true education is open-mindedness. The 
trouble with most of our alarmists about 
“subversive activities” is that they not only 
themselves have minds that are locked and 
barred against new light, but they actual- 
ly aid in the spread of Communism. 

I despise the person who is always dis- 
tributing lists of “parlor pinks” and “secret 
Communists,” and who is forever accusing 
everybody with whom he disagrees of being 
“in the pay of Moscow.” I believe that 
many of these professional alarmists are 
more deserving of being “in the pay of 
Moscow” than are the persons whom they 
denounce. In other words, I impeach cer- 
tain “professional patriots,” certain self- 
constituted defenders of “Americanism,” 
with being nn abettors of Communism.

I do not mean that they are wittingly 
the abettors of Communism, These victims 
of Communist phobia advertise Communism: 
It cannot grow without advertising The 
surest way to prevent its spread in this 
country is to stop talking about it. 

These alarmists are causing Americans 
to investigate Communism, The result is 
they find out that, whatever it may be in 
practice, in theory it is not what the alarm- 
ists say it is. Discovering that the wild 
excesses of the Russian revolution are not 
necessarily inherent in the theory of Com- 
munism, the public is no longer so much 
afraid of Russianizing America—and fear 
of unknown evils is a great deterrent. 

Intelligent persons know that the best 


being Communists, they definitely 
aid in the spread of Communism. 
These 


it takes the time to investigate, that most 
(and often all) of these persons are not 
Communists, that they never voted the Com- 
munistic ticket and that they have no sym- 
pathy with Communism. Indeed, they dis- 
cover that they are more intelligently op- 
posed to Communism than are their tra- 
ducers themselves. The public—at least the 
intelligent part of it—will accept the word 
of these libeled persons rather than the 
word of their traducers. 

They assert that Communism is opposed 
to religion; that it is definitely anti-God, 
Then they give out names of persons they 
accuse of being Communists, and the pub- 
lic discovers that these persons are often 
the finest type of Christian leaders, of 
followers of God to be found in America. 
Certain allegedly “confidential” lists read 
almost liké a Who’s Who of the open-mind- 
ed men and women of America. 

Now, as a matter of fact, the educational 
and religious leaders of America are not 
Communists or Communistic. But the per- 
son who makes others think that they are 
makes Communism respectable, and thus 
might properly be “in the pay of Moscow.” 
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These patrioteers create the impression 
that Communism is so much better than 
what we have that the American people 
must not be allowed to learn about it lest 
they accept it. Any student of history 
knows that to drive anything underground 
is to make it assume an importance it could 
not otherwise have. As soon as any group 
is persecuted, the public asks why. 

The surest way to aid the spread of Com- 
munism or any other “ism” is to try to pre- 
vent people from discussing it. The surest 
way to make it seem unimportant and in- 
consequential ig to let people talk about it 
on the common or anywhere else, without 
policemen standing around, and soon nobody 
will pay any attention to it. As Thomas 
Jefferson declared in his first inaugural ad- 
dress: “Error of opinion may be tolerated 
where reason is left free to combat it.”

“Freedom of Air“ Urged by 
New. President, Who Asks for 
Public Support.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 20. — 
President Neville Miller of the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters 
asserted in an address here last 
night the radio industry needs Gov- 
ernment regulation, but called on 
the American people to resist any 
Federal invasion of “Freedom of the 
Air.” 

Speaking before graduates of 
Peabody College, Miller, a former 
Mayor of Louisville, Ky., said the 
radio industry needs Government 
regulation to prevent “utter confu- 
sion in the air” and to require in- 
dividual stations to operate “in the 
public interest, convenience and ne- 
cessity.” 

At one point in his address he 
said “American radio has never 
been locked to the goose-step of 
a dictator. Here radio has never 
stooped to sell hatred; to merchan- 
dise prejudice or race or religion, 
and with your help it never shall” 
Miller said he did not “place a 
blanket of approval on all aspects 
of radio in this country” and 
added that “certainly there are 
areas in programming which must 
be strengthened to improve radio’s 
contribution to American life.” 
The newly-named president, in his 
first public address since taking of- 
fice, asserted any station failing to 
operate in the public interest, con- 
‘venience and necessity “deserves to 
lose the privilege to operate” and 
added: 

“But if any agency of Govern- 
ment seeks to dictate what shall 
and shall not be broadcast, then 
that is another matter. 

“For that agency is abandoning 
the democratic pattern and is as- 
suming the technique of the totali- 
tarian state which determines what 
people shall hear; what they shall

Democracy wrest- 
ed these rights from kings and 
gave them to you! These rights 
are now a part of the law of the 
land. Here is the American 
epic—the crusade for freedom! 
Here are true stories, hitherto lit- 
tle known, but of immeasurable im- 
portance! Experts have searched 
original manuscripts in the Library 
of Congress—national authorities 
have contributed their part—so 
that each week at this hour we can 
invite you and every American citi- 
zen to join with us and Let Free- 
dom Ring!” 

Other programs in the series 
dealt with trial by jury, freedom 
of speech, freedom of the press, 
freedom of worship, right of peti- 
tion, right of freedom in the home, 
right of racial equality, right to 
habeas corpus. And each broad- 
cast ended with a series of prov- 
ocative questions intended to relate 
the historical background to pres- 
ent day problems. For example, 
this is the way the first broadcast 
ended:

Eter- 
nal vigilance is still the price of 
liberty! Let us strive on to the 
end that our children’s children 
may always know the glorious ful- 
fillment of that noblest cry known 
to man—‘Let Freedom Ring!’”

. Scripts Offered to Schools. 


Every effort is being made by 
‘the Office 


Education to encour- 
age the use of these-scripts in the 
schools. They are available to 
classes in public speaking and the 
use of the radio. And a large num- 
ber of classes have presented these 
programs, or some of them, over 
local radio stations. The student 
broadcasters ask local listeners to 
write in and it is part of their job 
to reply to their own fan mail. 


To promote a wider understand- 
ing and use of the radio by stu- 
dents in colleges and high schools 
the Office of Education has pre- 
pared several pamphlets. One is 
a radio manual that “gives in sim- 
ple terms the directions essential to 
the production of a radio broad- 
cast by a school group.” Another 
is a radio glossary that gives the 
technical slang which has become 
the common language of the pro- 
ducing studio, And a third gives 
directions for producing scores of 
sound effects commonly required. 

Script Exchange. 

The script exchange is one of the 
most useful services that the Of- 
fice of Education offers to educa- 
tional broadcasters. Here from all 
over the country have been gath- 
ered scripts: considered important 
and interesting, on music, history, 
science and so on. These are avail- 
able to schools and colleges for 
broadcasting over local stations or 
for use in the classroom. | 

Several series of programs are 
now in the planning stage. One 
that is now contemplated will, like 
“Let Freedom Ring!” stress civil 
rights and the advantages of the 
democratic form of government. 
Others may be more directly re- 
lated to present phases of adminis- 
tration policy, such as public 
works, although Studebaker is 
careful to stress the non-partisan, 
non-political nature of Government 
broadcasting. The only series now 
running is “The Wo d Is Yours,” 
popular science done in collabora- 
tion with the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion here.

Max Safron Defends Price Mrs, 
Oscar Johnson Paid for’ 
Gainsborough. 


Max Safron, art dealer. wants the 
public to know Mrs. Oscar Johnson 
got a bargain when he sold to 
her for $16,000 a Gainsborough land- 
scape for which the owner would 
have taken as little as $5000. 

The painting, which hangs in 
Mrs. Johnson’s home at 38 Portland 
place, is currently the center of a 
controversy between Safron and J. 
P. Labey, New York art dealer, 
for whom Safron sold it. Labey 
contends Safron still owes him 
$2500 of the purchase price and 
Safron says Labey owes him $3500 
for another English landscape. 
Their suit is in Circuit Court. Mrs. 
Johnson is not involved in the con- 
troversy. 

In a letter to the Post-Dispatch 
Safron expressed the fear that news 
stories published last week had 
conveyed the impression Mrs. John- 
son had been “cheated.” 

“Mr. Labey came to me in 1930,” 
Safron wrote, “stating he had, 
among other things, a splendid ex- 
ample of the masterly work of 
Thomas Gainsborough, and due to 
the then existing chaotic conditions 
in our entire business world and 
economic life, he was so desperate- 
ly in need of money to meet very 
serious obligations that he would 
sacrifice this painting for $5000, 

“I was astonished that a man of 
his knowledge of intrinsic art val- 
ues would make this offer. Togeth- 
er we viewed and examined the 
landscape painting which is of sur- 
passing beauty and revealed Sir 
Thomas Gainsborough at his best. 
My astonishment became .amaze- 
ment and I told Labey that to sell 
that painting at that price was fol- 
ly and that if, under the existing 
conditions, anyone could and would 
purchase such a splendid creation, 
he or she would incline to doubt 
the authenticity and genuineness of 
the painting if offered at a cost so 
low. 

“We jointly agreed that I should 
present the painting to several of 
my clients who, despite the then ex- 
isting economic situation, might be 
willing to invest an amount ap- 
proximating less than half the price 
Mr. Labey solemnly stated, he had 
paid for the masterpiece. 5

Maryland 

So much of the principals of the 
dramatis personae. Now for brief 
description of the setting, and then 
the plot of the present show. 

Maryland, like Missouri, is a po- 
litical weather-vane state, with 
about half its population in the 
city of Baltimore. It has diversi- 
fied industries and population, and 
since the efficient Ritchie machine

There is on complication. It 
has the convention system of pri- 
maries, that is, the voters of both 
parties elect pledged delegates who 
make the actual nomination, This 
was done by a legislature dom- 
inated by rural members to keep 
the city of Baltimore from exert- 
ing the numerical strength of its 
population. Of the 149 delegates to 
the primary, Baltimore has only

Tydings’ greatest strength is in 
Baltimore, but, because of this un- 
proportionate Yelegate plan, it is 
possible for him to win a popular 
majority and yet lose the conven- 
tion nomination. This has happened 
to other candidates in the past. 

President Roosevelt indubitably 
is popular with the great masses of 
voters in Maryland. In 1936, he in- 
creased his 1932 majority from 130,- 
000 to 158,000. Tydings, without a 
doubt, is popular throughout the 
“Free State” despite his opposition 
to the New Deal program, and for 
a time it looked as though he would 
get the senatorial renomination with 
virtually no opposition. Two self- 
avowed New Dealers had declared 
against him, before Lewis got into 
the race at the last minute, but they 
had no followings of their own and 
there was no evidence of White 
House support. 

The Hand of Farley. 

Of all the attempted “purges,” 
that of Tydings is the only one in 
which Postmaster - General-Demo- 
cratic Chairman Farley has shown 
an intense ‘personal interest. He is 
actively out to “get” Tydings, and 
his representative in the State 18 
William Stanley of Laurel, a young 
and astute politician, and an inti- 
mate of Attorney-General Cum- 
mings, under whom he served a 
short while as an assistant. Al- 
though there is no tangible evi- 
dence, many persons believe Farley 
and Stanley persuaded Lewis to en- 
ter the fight against the younger 
anti-New Dealer.

The explanation was that the vot- 
ers had become tired of “seeing 
the same old faces and hearing the 
same old arguments.” 

The largest remnant of the 
Ritchie. machine is new controlled 
by Mayor Jackson of Baltimore, 
who is seeking the Democratic 
nomination for Governor.

gregating 769 foreclosures, with in- 
creases registered in 21 states, most 
in the northeastern section. 

As compared to the same month 
last year, June foreclosure activity, 
declined 27.1 per cent/ throughout 
the country. Only one of the 12 
Federal Home Loan Bank districts, 
the IndianapoM region, showed an 
increase over June, 1937; that ine

“On Your Toes,” “Anything Goes” and “Red, Hot and 
Blue,” during their Broadway run, virtually assumed the functions of 
press clubs for the night club and drama reporters, who could be as 
sure of meeting their professional colleagues in the rear gangway

Frankie and Johnny's. They were often good news sources, too, as 
any big theatrical company from long association becomes a hotbed of 
intrigue and amorous yahyah, with its own feuds, jealousies and sudden 
reversals of loyalties. “Jubilee,” in particular, seethed with oblique un- 
derstandings and had, besides, a habit of catching fire. Literally. The 
theater in which it was housed was three times the scene of minor

HE tragedy this week of the 

Green Bay (Ontario) country, 

where Daniel G. Dodge, 21-year- 
old heir to a $9,000,000 automobile 
fortune, and his young bride found 
romance together and lost it in 
death, focuses attention on a drama 
of life—and death—in which young 
Dodge was the rich prince in the 
Cinderella romance of a former 
telephone operator, daughter of a 
tugboat captain. Too, the tragedy 
also centers attention on the affairs 
of the children of the late John F. 
Dodge, one of the two famous 
brothers of motor fame. 

When Daniel George Dodge, in 
agony over his dynamite-shattered 
arm and lacerated face, plunged 
from the speedboat in which his 
bride of 13 days was bearing him 
across the bay for medical atten- 
tion, he cast a sudden pall on two 
lives which, undoubtedly, were 
nearest his heart—his wife and his 
sister, Frances Dodge Johnson. 

He had married the former Lau- 
rine MacDonald, 18-year-old daugh- 
ter of a Georgian Bay tugboat cap- 
tain, in a ceremony performed Aug. 
3 at Meadowbrook Hall, the home

They had planned to stay at the 
lodge only a few more days and 
then return to Detroit, where Dodge 
had leased an apartment. He had 
been doing research work on Diesel 
engines, hoping to develop some- 
thing new. 

“People think I don’t have to 
work, but I do, really,” he told an 
interviewer only an hour before his 
death. “I can’t leave that job much 
longer, and so Laurine and I have 
decided to have just a short honey- 
moon at this time.” 

He was asked about his mar- 
riage. 

Tes, my wife and I are very 
happy,” he said. “What more is 
there to be told?” 

Thus, within a few minutes of 
the explosion—set off prankishly 
because of a boyish whim that 
prompted him to “see if the stuff 
is any good”—Daniel Dodge spoke 
briefly, yet poignantly, of the one 
dearest to him.

“4 ccording to attorneys for the 
A*. trust, the fund for Daniel 
as established at John Dodge’s 
death and Daniel was not paid the 
entire life income regularly coming 
to him.

Frances. It was first called “The

The couple left the wedding scene 
at midnight on the first lap of a 
race against time and bad weather 
to reach New York before the 
passport office closed. They failed 
to arrive in time, but later went to 
Europe on a brief honeymoon, re- 
turning to New York only three 
days before the Daniel Dodge 
tragedy. 

As a child, Frances naturally 
was sheltered from the world. The

There was a living room with 
comfortable chairs, and there hung, 
over the fireplaee, a painting of 
Frances’ little sister, Anna Marga- 
ret, who died many years ago. 


Then, the little girl grew up. She 


didn't forget Hill Top Lodge.“ It 
still stands there on the lovely es- 
tate, but her interests ; 

In her teens she discovered the 
meaning of wealth. She wanted 
to be a healthy, active girl and she 
wanted to do something worth 
while. A great lover of animals, 
she turned to the breeding and 
showing of fine horses. 

When it is considered that this 
slim, wide-eyed heiress of a, $9,000,- 
000 trust fund (a fund that orig- 
inally was the equal of that held 
for Daniel) was given each year 
from $250,000 to $330,000 to spend on 
herself, it is understandable that 
her desires should be expressed in 
lavish expenditures. 


In 1936, when an accounting of 
the estate of her father was made, 
the following estimate of Frances 
Dodge’s expenditures was revealed: 
For a stable of 70 thoroughbreds— 
$100,000; for clothing, shoes, riding

$20,000; car and chauffeur, $7000; 


for travel on railroads and steam- 
ships, $10,000; for four months in 
a New York finishing school, $5000;

IGH coiffures have started new

Not only are there changes in 
styles of hair ornaments, but there 
is a trend toward matching combs 
and coiffure embellishments to 
earrings and necklines. So don't 
be surprised to see tinsel bows on 
the ears matching larger tinsel 
bows tucked among high-pinned 
curls. Paris is launching such a 
vogue so American versions must 
be on the way. 

A combination of tinsel and vel- 
vet for large hair bows and small 
ear bows is an example of the way 
in which accessories are being en- 
sembled.

known in Detroit hotels, cabarets 
and dance halls. Before he died 
in January, 1920, John F. Dodge 
cut his son off with a monthly in- 
come of $150 for life. Later, the 
family agreed to give John Duval 
$1,600,000 from the estate, stipulat- 
ing that he was to receive an in- 
eome from $1,000,000 of this amount 
which was held in trust. This gave 
the young man about $50,000 a year 
with which to play, 

He played. There were arrests 
for speeding, drunkenness, civil 
suits of all kinds. All were set- 
tled, although Dodge once served 
five days for speeding. 

He secretly married a high school

The conscientious, day by day 
routine of the three exercises given 
should do the trick. : 

Hold the head straight: don’t tip 
the chin up, nor thrust it forward. 
Don’t gloomily hold it down. How 
well do you hold your head, any- 
way? Chin sag a bit? What about 
cheek contours? Are they firm? 
Answer truthfully, then decide 
whether or not you'd better enroll 
in the neck and throat class. 

And, finally, mend your .sleéping 
ways for neck beauty. Give up that 
pillow, no matter how downy. Lie 
perfectly flat. You'll get used to it. 
And maybe you'll have less bother 
with that droopy chin.

Still a Public 
Health Problem 


Disease May Be Carried to 


This Country by Airplane

7E were all startled a few 
months ago when Dr. Victor 
Heiser wrote in a popular 
magazine that we might be on the 
verge of a new epidemic of yellow 
fever. We had thought that this 
was a public health problem that 
was completely settled. Simply do 
away with a certain kind of mos- 
quito and the danger is ended. But 
Dr. Heiser points out that yellow 
fever may be carried by other 
things than the mosquito. 

One of the arresting things about 
the idea is that yellow fever may 
be carried to the United States 
from the jungles of South America 
by airplane traffic. 

To understand the modern yel- 
low fever problem we must con- 


{sider that there are two types of 


the disease now generally recog- 
nized. (1) One is the ordinary 
type encountered in the great epi- 
demics of port towns and carried 
by the species of mosquito known 
as Aedes aegypti; and (2) jungle 
yellow fever not borne by the 
Aedes aegypti, now present in some 
parts of South America. 

In South America the principal 
ports do not have yellow fever at 
present. Brazil is an example of 
a country where extra efforts are 
being made to keep the seaports 
free of all forms of mosquitoes. 
The yellow fever in Brazil is the 
jungle type, spreading slowly from 
community to community, and air- 
planes visiting such communities 
may easily bring it north. Several 
insects are suspected of forming 
an animal reservoir of the disease. 

Considering the preventive prob- 
lem as a whole, an airplane might 
conceivably carry into the United 
States (1) mosquitoes infected 
with yellow fever; (2) new species 
of mosquitoes that might become 
acclimated here and later become 
infected by an imported human 
case, serving as a new and effi- 
cient vector for the spread of yel- 
low fever in this country; (3) hu- 
man cases of yellow fever; (4) hu- 
man cases infected with yellow 
fever but arriving here during the 
incubation period; (5) infected ani 
mals. \ 

On the assumption that yellow 
fever is most likely to be intro- 
duced into the United States by 
airplanes, the one great protective 
measure that can be applied is to 
make all of our southern ports of 
arrival free of the Aedes aegypti. 

In such an Aedes-free port, 
granted that an infected mosquito 
were landed and that it bit and in- 
fected one or more persons who 
subsequently developed yellow 
fever, there would be no mosquito 
vector to pass on the virus to 
other individuals and thus start an 
epidemic. Fumigation of arriving 
airplanes to prevent introduction 
of infected mosquitoes is the meas- 
ure of choice.

‘Show Boat’ 


Enters Final 


Week in Park 


Success of Municipal 
Opera Season Depends 
On Next Seven Nights. 


TH tbs final performance of 
W snow Boat” a week from to- 

night, the twentieth anniver- 
sary season of Municipal Opera, 
most expensive of all from view- 
point of production, will come to 
a close. Whether it will show a 
slight financial gain, a mere bal- 
ancing of books or a deficit de- 
pends largely on the weather for 
the coming seven days. Loss of 
two performances by rain would 
put accounts definitely in the red. 

Whatever the treasurer's report, 
the season has had its instruction 
for the opera’s directors, especial- 
ly for its repertory committee. A 
ranking of the season’s most pop- 
ular shows in order—‘“Roberta,” 
“Rosalie,” “Of Thee I Sing,” “White 
Horse Inn” and “Gingerbread Man” 
—shows a definite preference for 
musical comedy. 

More and more apparent in the 
last five years has grown the con- 
clusion that Municipal Opera’s fol- 
lowing is entirely different from 
that which supported the venture 
in its first season of 1919. The 
old-time lover of operetta has given 
way to a movie-educated audience 
which prefers the musical play, 
showing the modern scene rather 
than the mythical kingdoms of 
Ruritania, Graustark or Austria. 

An ideal combination, based on 
the season’s experience, would be 
found in a musical play by Jerome 
Kern, in which Nelson Eddy and 
the Astaire-Rogers teams had ap- 
peared on the screen. It would con- 
tain some jests at American insti- 
tutions, would have an outlay of 
tumes and would offer the specta- 
cle of 100 or more persons doing a 
march ballet, Al Trahan would 
somewhere in the show put on his 
piano act, whether it was in keep- 
ing with the rest of the produc- 
tion or not. 

If the opera intends to “give the 
public what it wants”—and that is 
its avowed purpose—it will have to 
turn thumbs down on such shows 
as “Chimes of Normandy” in the 
future. Directors of the enterprise 
say it will. 

— 0-0 — 
NOTHER lesson learned this 

A. is that premieres are ex- 

pensive. Presenting Gentle- 
men Unafraid“ for the first time 
anywhere, Knights of Song“ for 
the first time on the professional 
stage and Lost Waltz” for the first 
time in America, the opera spent 
large amounts extra in each case 
for special scenery, orchestrations 
and principals. Next year likely 
will see only one premiere, perhaps 
of the foreign musical play that 
the opera tried to get for this 
season. 

All three premieres of this year, 
however, have a chance of being 
produced on Broadway and of in- 
creasing the reputation of Munici- 
pal Opera nationally. “Knights of 
Song,” to be presented by Laurence 
Schwab and Oscar Hammerstein 
II, goes in rehearsal again on Sept. 
19, to open on Broadway a month 
later. Hammerstein is rewriting 
“Gentlemen Unafraid” for produc- 
tion at the Center Theater. The 
firm of Laurence Rivers, Inc., has 
been negotiating for “Lost Waltz.” 

Royalties and rain have been 
the season’s two biggest handicaps. 
For rights to its shows, the opera 
had to expend 50 per cent more 
this year th last. “Gentlemen 
Unafraid,” “ ite Horse Inn” and 
“Show Boat” were especially cost- 
ly, “Roberta,” “Rosalie” and “Lost 
Waltz” enlarged the budget consid- 
erably. At the other end of the 
scale, “Chimes of Normandy” was 
free. 


Although only two night’s shows 
were rained out in the first 10 
weeks, many performances in that 
time were given with some precipi- 
tation during the evening and after 
threatening weather had caused 
prospective customers to stay home. 
Seven out of nine performances of 
“Gentlemen Unafraid” were given 
under such conditions, four of 
“Rosalie,” three of “Of Thee I 
Sing” and so on, 


Next season’s big development 
for Municipal Opera would appear 
to be improvement of its physical 
facilities, since the board of direc- 
tors has approved the plan for 
seeking a $90,000 PWA loan and ex- 
penditure of $110,000 on its own ac- 
count to build three new pergolas. 
Application for the loan would be 
made by the city for the Municipal 
Theater Association.

OR reasons of royalty, as well 

as general expense, the produc- 

tion of “Show Boat” this week 
is the last Municipal Opera patrons 
are likely to see for many summers 
to come. Its three presentations so 
far have been separated by inter- 
vals of four years. ,

Popular Song Hits in a Big Parade

T was a great idea of some- 
| voay's—Darryi Zanuck'’s, let us 

say—to take the portfolio of Irv- 
ing Berlin music and select from it 
a backggound for the history of the 
last quarter of a century. A still 
greater idea might have been to 
tell the personal story of Irving 
Berlin himself, to film a two-hour 
screen epic as a monument to 
America's Stephen Foster of the 
present day. 

“Alexander’s Ragtime Band” 
keeps Berlin in the background. 
The story is that of three fellow 
musicians who start on the Barbary 
Coast in San Francisco in 1911 and 
end up in Carnegie Hall in 1938. 
Tyrone Power is the band leader, 
called Alexander, Ameche is his 
piano player and Alice Faye his fea- 
tured singer. There are others to 
wield the fiddles and saxophones, 
to hammer drums and pluck the 
strings of the big bass viol. 

The plot construction is as sim- 
ple as that of a playground teeter- 
totter. Alice Faye’s fame goes up, 
Tyrone Power's fame down. Pow- 
er's fame goes up, Alice rides to 
the ground level. At the big swing 
concert, Alice strolls in and helps 
out with the finale. And, as other 
reporters have pointed out, the 27 
years have left no mark on the 
youth of the three comrades—Pow- 
er, Faye and Ameche. 

Overlooking the foolish fairy tale 
that serves for a story, the thou- 
sands who are seeing “Alexander’s 
Ragtime Band” at the Fox are just- 
ly thrilled by the Berlin melodies, 
by the reminiscence they stir 
up, by the associations they recall 
and by the sight of the years that 
went by only yesterday. 

“Alexander’s Ragtime Band,“ 
that grand old tune that induced 
America to give up waltzing for 
livelier gymnastics, is king of them 
all so far as the production is con- 
cerned. It begins and ends the pic- 
ture. It makes the scalp and spine 
tingle. But there are 27 other se- 
lections from the Berlin files, 

“Everybody's Doing It” recreates 


the national crisis caused by the 
turkey trot. “I Hate to Get Up in 
the Morning” shows that America 
took the World War in stride, with- 
out losing its sense of humor. “Say 
It With Music” proves that there 
was a golden age for stage musi- 
cals. “Marie,” “Remember,” “Blue 
Skies,” “What’ll I Do?” and “Easter 
Parade” are questions in the mu- 
sical memory contest which is a 
large part of the film’s delight, the 
thing that causes spontaneous ap- 
plause. 

Popular tunes are perhaps more 
characteristic of the times than 
anything except women’s hats and 
the production has seen to it that 
there are enough funny hats and 
stiff collars to give character to 
the periods since 1911. Barbary 
Coast, training camp, speakeasy of 
prohibition days and many another 
item.is photographed to full advan- 
tage. “Alexander’s Ragtime Band” 
is super-super as far as extrava- 
gance is concerned. 

The cast is good, for what it does. 
Tyrone Power is thoroughly drilled 
in the habits of a band leader, Don 
Ameche keeps his suave grinning 
in check and Alice Faye is just 
about the best little actress any- 
where. Valuable co-operation comes 
from Jatk Haley, Ethel Merman, 
Jean Hersholt, Helen Westley and 
others. ‘ 

Twice daily during the week-end 
and four times a day afterward, 
Fox patrons will be able to see a 
second feature, called “Speed to 
Burn,” which is about an honest 
racehorse and dishonest gamblers. 
The horse has friends in the Police 
Department, however, so it is he, 
War Paint, who wins and not the 
crooks.

“The 
Amazing Dr. Clitterhouse,” at the

script. ! 

Edward G. Robinson is shown as 
a neurological surgeon, who .does 
research in crime by becoming a 
criminal himself. In the space of 
four short weeks, he gets away 
with four big jewel robberies. It’s 
illegal, of course, but in the in- 
terest of science so no perennial 
movie patron is going to be out- 
raged by it. On the contrary, it 
is extremely gratifying to see Ed- 
ward G. get away with robbery, 
and eventually with murder. 

The Ambassador's secondary fea- 
ture, “My Bill,” is a study in shal- 
lowness. Again ignoring the marks 
of time, the production makes the 
attractive Miss Francis the mother 
of four children, one of whom is 
Anita Louise! We are told that 
Miss Francis, a widow, is deserted 
by her three older offspring but 
that little Bill (Dickie Moore) stays 
with her. 

Financial difficulties cause all 
the disagreement but that is set- 
tled quite simply. Dickie makes 
friends with a wealthy old lady.

Top- 
ping everything for brazen silliness 
is the scene in which Kay explains 
to Dickie what death is, when the 
lad plainly shows he understands 
more than mama ever will.

Shaw Comedy, 
Millionairess, 
Has Premiere 


NEW YORK, Aug. 20. 

By the Associated Press. 

HE impudent and interesting 
T tact about a new George Ber- 

nard Shaw play is that it is al- 
ways a commentary. That is espe- 
cially true of his “The Million- 
airess” which had its American 
premiere at the Country Playhouse 


in Westport, Conn., this week. 

In this drama, which was first 
produced in Vienna two or three 
seasons ago, Shaw’s satirical barbs 
are directed at young women who 
have more money than intelligence 
and who, because they have such 
lavish funds, travel around the 
world marrying aliens with empty 
titles and then buy their freedom 
again from such artificial royalty. 

In his preface to the play Shaw 
says that “although this does not 
pretend to be anything more than 
a comedy of humorous and curious 
contemporary characters, yet it 
raises a question that has trou- 
bled human life and moulded hu- 
man society since the creation.” 

In the play Shaw introduces a 
vacuum-minded, humorless young 
woman who has inherited a fabu- 
lous amount of money. She can 
buy most anything on this earth she 
pleases except the intelligence, cul- 
ture and nobility that she naturally 
lacks. 

She does feel that she is miss- 
ing something in life, and makes 
an honest though futile attempt to 
gain it. Taking a small sum of 
her fortune-she goes out into the 
world to see if she can earn enough 
to increase that sum quickly and 
to a considerable amount. She 
buys a sweat shop, ejects the mid- 
dleman who has been profiting by 
the harsh toil of his lowly paid la- 
borers and then turns the shop 
back to him before she proves if 
her ideals about improving the lot 
of labor will work or not. 

While doing this she also engages 
in considerable experience in mat- 
rimony. Her first husband is an 
Englishman, and he abandons her 
for a simple girl whose one am- 
bition is to be his wife, take care 
of him and desire nothing else. 
After this the millionairess woos a 
mystic East Indian who intrigues 
her by his royal mdifference and 
in the end she wins him. over with 
her promises of riches which he 
outwardly, abhors, 

Shaw, in his witty sarcasm, not 
only lashes into the idle and much 
marrying daughters of the overly 
rich, but also huris his taunts at 
rulers of dictatorial-nations, at in- 
dustrial bosses, at sweat shop czars 
and at democracies that become 
futile because they are artificial. 

Jessie Royce Landis, who spent 
last season touring in “Tonight at 
8:30,” is vivacious and energetic in 
the exhausting role of the million- 
airess, one of the most talkative 
parts ever written by the unre- 
strainedly verbose Mr. Shaw. Ons- 
low Stevens and Barry Thompson 
appear as the two men her millions 
seduce,

Music will be offered at Lake 
Como in the form of open air opera 
in late August and early September. 
Here, outdoor presentations are 
made unforgettable by a stage set- 
ting of towering mountain peaks 
reflected in blue water. The spa 
of Montecatini on the rolling vine- 
clad slopes of Tuscany joins in the 
open air opera movement with a 
series lasting through September, 
meanwhile paralleling this with a

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WASHINGTON | 
SCENE 


By the POE SISTERS. | 


HE story of the birthday cele- 

bration at Oyster Bay of Mrs. 

Theodore Roosevelt, widow of 
the President, was read with keen 
interest by many Washingtonians 
associated with the first Roose- 
velts during their stay at the White 
House. Mrs. Roosevelt, as usual, 
did not have a complete family 
party with her for the natal day 
observance. Her globe-trotting fam- 
ily seldom is together at Oyster 
Bay and this year there were two 
absentees, her stepdaughter, Mrs. 
Nicholas Longworth of Cincinnati, 
who with her daughter, Paulina, is 
on a ranch in Wyoming, and her 
second son, Kermit Roosevelt, who 
is overseas at present. 

Mrs. Roosevelt has returned to 
Washington only once since she 
left the White House the day Presi- 
dent Taft was inaugurated. This 
was in August of 1932 when she 
came here to attend a garden party 
given by President and Mrs. 
Hoover in the White House 
grounds. Friends found her little 
changed despite her increasing 
years; the same friendly smile and 
gracious manners were apparent. 

It was Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, 
by the way, who inaugurated the 
practice of what might be called 
“female cabinet members.” She as- 
gsembled the wives of cabinet mem- 
bers at the White House weekly 
and while they knitted discussed 
subjects of precedence and social 
nature generally. New stitches 
were explained and there grew up 
quite a rivalry in this regard. Mrs. 
Roosevelt was foremost in this as 
she is an adept needlewoman and 
greatly interested in this feminine 
craft and was for many years an 
official of the Needlework Guild of 
America. 

Echoes of a Washington inter- 
national wedding were heard last 
week when the announcement was 
made of the engagement of Miss 
Lois Fleming Corea to Dr. Herald 
Alfred Rehder, son of Prof and 
Mrs. Alfred Rehder of Jamaica 
Plain, Mass. : 

Miss Corea is the daughter of the 
late Dr. Luis Felipe Corea, minister 
to the United States from Nica- 
ragua when his marriage to Miss 
Corea’s mother, Miss India Bell 
Fleming, sister of Robert V. Flem- 
ing, president of the Riggs Na- 
tional Bank, took place. The ro- 
mance was widely heralded as one 
of the first between a South Ameri- 
can diplomat and a Washington 
belle and the wedding itself was 
one of the social events of the sea- 
gon.
